W itness Adm its He Thought Railroad 


Cases In Judge's Court Would Have 


Influence W ith the E rie Company. 


W ashington, May l l . — More 
testi­ 
mony throw ing light on th e connection 
of Judge Robert W. Archbald, of the 
com m erce court, with negotiations for 
culm bank property ha Pennsylvania 
was produced at the session in the 
house Judiciary com m ittee’s investiga­ 
tion. 
E dw ard J. W illiams, of Scranton, 
adm itted 
that 
he obtained a letter J 
from Archbald to C aptain May, of the 
Erie railroad, when the deal was first 
considered, because he thought the 
pendency of the railroad's cases be­ 
fore Judge Archbald's 
federal court 
would have influence in getting the 
deal through with the Erie. 
W illiams said that Ju d g e Archbald 
drew the contract for th e sale of the 
culm hank Interests to the la u re l line; 
th at once Judge Archbald called up 
the Lehigh Valley railroad offices, and 
that when the d ep artm en t of Justice 
began investigating Archbald advised 
him to let the deal rest. 
Mr. Williams was asked by Mr. Clay­ 
ton, 
chairm an 
of 
the 
com mttttee, 
w hether on W ednesday he had said ■ 
th at Judge Archbald had offered to 
give bond to Mr. Conn. vice president 
of the Laurel line, to protect 
him 
against any dam ages that might be 
sought from the E berhardt estate on a 
claim against the Katydid culm bank. 
“ I didn’t 
testify that here,’’ said 
Williams, “but I offered to give bond 
to protect the culm 
bank 
property 
against any claim s.’’ 
"Did Judge Archbald know about 
It?” 
"Yes; I talked to him about it. 
W e wanted to clear up the title.’’ 
"W ho drew the contract for the sale 
of the culm property to the la u re l 
line?" 
"Judge Archbald drew it.” 
"W ho has that contract now ?” 
“I 
suppose Mr. Conn’s attorney has it We 
gave it to him to look it over." 
The witness was asked about a pre­ 
vious deal whereby tile Erie railroad 
offered the culm bank 
property, on 
which Williams obtained on option, to 
the Dupont Powder com pany for $2,-

Scranton, Pa., May l l . —T he Cayuga 
b rea k er of the L ackaw anna company, 
in N orth Scranton, formed the back­ 
ground of an ugly riotous dem oustrar 
tion. 
Foreign workm en w ere leaders In 
the crowd of 2U0U men and boys that 
assem bled near the b reaker to kl ep 
aw ay the men who w ere going to the 
necessary pumping and repair work. 
They were wild in their outcries and 
defied the squad of city police, who 
had an hour before been hurried from 
every city station on notice from the 
m ine officials that trouble was th re a t­ 
ened. 
Breaking 
through th e 
lines, the 
crowd rushed the flrerooms and d rag ­ 
ged out the men there, turning them 
over to others, who beat them up and 
threw them aside. 
S tate police on 
duty all night at th e l^eggett’s Creek 
mine, a mile away, hurried over, aud 
their coming rallied the local police, 
and the combined forces rushed the 
mob. 
T h ere were gunshots from the riot 
ers. bricks, stones and 
clubs were 
thrown, and the police, dropipng their 
clubs, pulled their guns and began to 
force the crowd back.

shots were fired from the 
crowd as C ity Policem en Peter M arker 
and Louis Davis went down, both with 
skulls battered by cobblestones. 
T he state troopers then rode upon 
the crowd, firing their revolvers Mike 
F lack s and another foreigner called 
John dropped tv» the ground, the for­ 
m er shot through th e abdom en and 
the latter in the leg T he crowd then 
broke and ran. and th e police com ­ 
bined to drive them on tow ard the 
h o u ses, arresting two men and a half 
dozen women. 
T h e rioters took refuge behind (a rs 
on the railroad 
sw itches 
near

breaker, but were 
finally dispersed 
wben the railroad police • am e up on 
a special car and began to hand out 
riot guns to the city and state po­ 
lice. 
Captain W illiams and Director of 
Public 
S a fe ty 
O ’Malley ordered th** 
city 
police 
to 
patrol 
the 
en Ire 
grounds and to suppress at once anv 
fu rth er trouble. They also w arned the 
mob, many attracted to the place by 
th e early trouble, to disperse, telling 
them to rem ain aw ay and stay peace­ 
able. 
The foreigners threatened all kinds 
of trouble, but the city police and the* 
state troopers now seem to have the 
situation under control.

Equally delicious Is

and 
cream cheese, or grated m aple sugar 
and chopped black walnuts. 


Never use slices of m e a t in a dainty 
sandwich. 
Put 
the m eat 
through a, 
fine chopper until it Is alm ost a pasta. 
Cold chicken, lamb, d u c t and g am e 
m ake a delicious and almple filling by 
seasoning highly with salt, pepper and 
a pinch of cayenne, then m oistening 
with rich c re a m — o r whipped c re a m — 
until 
the 
m ixtu re 
spreads 
easily. 
Minced ham or tongue is better when 
moistened with m ayonnaise 
Cold fish 
m ixtures can be treated in the sam e 
way, but are Improved by chopping 
olives through the dressing.
